The Lucky Blunder Made by Ths 
Alta. 


fSan Francisco Letter. ] 

There was no community which gave so 
liberal a support to a good newspaper as the 
people of Sin Francisco during the first years 
of their history, and none which demanded 
more of an editor. A strong instance was 
furnished by perhaps the ablest editor this 
state has ever secn—James King, of Wiil- 
fam, the founder of The San Francisco Bulle- 
tin. He had the courage of his opinions at a 
time when the expression of any opinion hos 
tile to the ruling class exposed an 
editor to a violent death. From the 
outset King made war on thestrong clique of 
gamblers and cut-throats which bad taken 
Possession of the political machinery in the 
city. They openly stuffed ballot-boxes; 
judges were their creatures; they were prac 
tically omnipotent until this man appeared 
and gave a voice to the growing feeling of 
resentment against such outrages on law and 
justice. Anex-convict named Casey, who 
had served a term in Sing Sing, was running 
for office as the candidate of the gamblers. 
He was a notorious bully, a man utterly un- 
fit for any office of public trust. King ex- 
posed his record and warned all good citizens 
not to vote for him. The result was that 
the editor was waylaid in the street and shot 
down by Casey before he had an oppor- 
tunity to draw a weapon in self-defence. A 
Vizgilanea committee hanged Casey on the 
day and at the hour of King’s funeral. 

Many friends of Casey declared that the 
execution was a high-handed bit of , violence. 
A‘nong the newspapers then published in the 
city was The Herald, started by Jobn 
Nugent,aman Who had had journalistic 
training in New York, but who was destitute 
ofany strong convictions or keen sense of 
public opinion. Naturally the newspapers 
were expected to teke sides in this mutter. 
Nugent sought safety in a niultitude of coun- 
sellors of the political class, and his paper 
eame out on the morning after the banging 
with a “leader” denouncing in the strongest 
terms the action of the vicilance committes,
